(C) ROBERT H. WELCH, JR. - INFORMATION CONCERNING (INTERNAL 
SECURITY) ~ SAC Letter 59-^3 (F) dated March 10, 1959, set 
out background data concerning Welch, a candy manufacturer 
of Belmont, Massachusetts, and his anticommunist campaign, 
Bufile 6£-104401. Welch has written a manuscript entitled 
"The Politician," which is a vicious attack on the political 
life and beliefs of President Eisenhower. Welch has not 
published the manuscript but has had a limited number of copies 
printed which he has distributed or "loaned" to friends or 
individuals who he believed would be interested in its contents. 
The Bureau is in possession of a copy of it. Therefore, if the 
manuscript is offered to you for reproduction purposes, it will 
not be necessary to send copies to the Bureau. 

Welch also created an organization in Indianapolis, 
Indiana, in December, 1958, called "The John Birch Society," 
the long-range objective of which has been summarized as "less 
government, more responsibility, and a better world." Chapters 
of this Society are coming into existence in various parts of 
the country. The Bureau ha3 received several inquiries concern¬ 
ing the Society and is in possession of a copy of "The Blue 
Book," which sets forth information on the Society. 

The above is furnished for information purposes. In 
the event a chapter of The John Birch Society is organized in 
your territory, the Bureau should be notified promptly and 
furnished a resume of the chapter's activities. The Bureau is 
particularly interested in any efforts by subversive elements 
to take over or use this Society or its chapters. No investi¬ 
gation 3hould be conducted.

in the government and the military but that these papers probably do more harm than 
good because of the manner in whic h the p aper attacks all government and military 
officials. He said that a Captain f I of the U.S, Army in Wichita had obtained 
some copies of this paper and had furnish d them to Army Intelligence. The Captain 
also said that the Marine Corp League, Wichita Chapter, had written President 
Eisenhower, before he a ttended th e sum mit meetin g in Paris, requesting him not to 
go and not to meet with| ]until| (released the satellite countries 

from Russian domination. 

He furnished 5 of the postcards being circulated by thekCiti^ens Against^ 
Communism, P.0. Box 1633, Wichita, Kansas. He said he was furnishing this info 
because of the possibility that the Citizens Agai ist Communism may be purporting to 
be anti Communist but actually weren't and because he did not want the Marine Corp 
League to be associated with any rabid organization because anything the league did 
was a feflection on the Marine Corp. , ,,

(D) THE JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY-y (JBS) — SAC Letter 59-13 (F), 
dated March 10, 1959* set out background data concerning Robert H. 
Welch, Jr., a candy manufacturer of Belmont, Massachusetts, and 
his anticommunist campaign. SAC Letter 60-5 (C), dated January 26, 
i960, advised that In December-, - 1958, Welch created an organization 
called "The John Birch Society, 1 ' the long-range objective of which 
has been summarized as "less government, more responsibility, and 
a better world." 


Recently, a printer in Santa Barbara, California, advised 
he had received an order from JBS to print 10,000 copies of my 
poster, "What You Can Do To Fight Communism." The JBS also requested 
the printer to print an addition on the poster to the effect that 
this statement was being distributed under the auspices of the JBS. 

We have advised the printer that the FBI has not given approval for 
JBS to reproduce the poster nor could the FBI approve of the addition 
to the poster reflecting its distribution by JBS. 


In view of this irresponsible organization’s attempt to 
capitalize on the FBI's prestige, no Bureau publications of any 
kind are to be made available to JBS or to any of its representatives 
You should be alert to the possibility that this group may attempt 
to reproduce Bureau publications and distribute them giving the 
impression that the FBI sanctions JBS. Immediately advise the Bureau 
of any such information coming to your attention. Further, any 
requests by JBS to reproduce Bureau publications should be turned 
down.

Birch was in China when 
the war broke out and joined 
Gen. Claire Chennault’s forces 
in 1942. He became a captain 
in intelligence, who was deco¬ 
rated and widely trusted by 
the Chinese. He was killed 
savagely and brutally on Au¬ 
gust 25, 1945, in Huang-Ko, 
China, by Chinese Commu¬ 
nists when he set out on a mis 
sion to determine whether 
they were friendly. He was 
shot, bayoneted and tossed 
into an open grave while 
alive. He found out the tem¬ 
per of the Chinese Commu¬ 
nists the hardest way. 

The facts of Birch's death 
were suppressed in Washing¬ 
ton. They were labeled top se 
cret, evidently at the instance 
of those in the State depart¬ 
ment who were trying to pro 
mote the idea that the Chinese 
Communists were nothing 
more than agrarian revolution 
aires. 

Starts to Dig for Facts. 

Welch became interested ii 
Birch’s fate. He ran into the 
stone wall of Washington se¬ 
crecy in his efforts to uncover 
the facts. Finally, .through the 
co-operation of a tlnited States 
isenator, he got the facts and 
.published the story of Birch’s 
death in a slender volume, 
"The Life of John Birch,” in 
1954. The volume was re¬ 
leased by the Chicago publish 
ing firm of ftenry Regnery 
company. 

The book was widely hailed 
for its patriotism. Welch de¬ 
termined to perpetuate the 
memory of Birch and his sac 
rifice of his life through the 
formation of the anti-Commu- 
nist society which was given 
the young captain’s name. 

N In his examination of Com¬ 
munist influences Birch be¬ 
came interested in the failure 
of Allied forces to take Ber¬ 
lin and Prague. He was also

Sees 6 Affront to Decency • 

W ASHINGTON, March 31.(AP)—Sen. Thomas J. Dodd 
(D-Conn.) says he will ask the Senate internal se¬ 
curity subcommittee to investigate the John Birch so¬ 
ciety and its founder, Robert Welch. 

Dodd said Welch’s charges against Dwight D. Eisen¬ 
hower, Earl Warren, Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry 
S. Truman and others are “an affront to both decency 
and intelligence." 

Meanwhile a House member, Rep. Edgar W. Hie- 
stand (R-Calif.) acknowledged that he is a member of the 
Birch society. He said other members of Congress prob¬ 
ably are too. 

Hiestand said, “I don’t endorse everything the so¬ 
ciety stands for, but the big 98 per cent of its program 
is intense patriotism and anti-Communism.” lie said he 
would welcome an investigation of it. 

Chairman Walter (D-Pa.) of the House committee on 
un-American activities said the committee has received 
many letters complaining that the society is "un-Ameri¬ 
can.” Most of them allege wrongs against individuals, 
Walter said, and they have recourse in the civil courts.

Another Book Has Opinions. 

^CTnis research led to the 
publication privately of a sec¬ 
ond book, "The Patriot.” This 
was largely a story of the gen¬ 
eralship of Dwight D. Eisen¬ 
hower. Not content with just 
the facts, Welch included ed¬ 
itorial conclusions, which re¬ 
flected on the loyalty of the 
former President and other 
Americans. Welch has tried to 
withdraw the book by secur¬ 
ing all the outstanding copies. 
He has been unable to do so 
and^this reporter was able to 
locate it. 

He showed the volume to 
some of the prominent Ameri¬ 
cans who had applauded his 
life of Birch. ,/As he has rue 
fully confessed, most of them 
disagreed with it. Welch ig 
nored advice to strike his edi 
torializations from his volume, 
but he did not publish his 
work widely. He showed it to 
a selected few, most of whom 
also disagreed with it. 


^Welch’s friends sav the edi 
torializations in the book 
were a serious error of judg 
ment on his part. They also 
say a second error in judg 
ment is his campaign to im 
peach Warren, 
galled Milton a Communist. 

In the book Welch accused 
the former President and 
many of his aides of being a 
part of the international Com 
munist conspiracy. Welch 
did not say that the former 
President was a Communist 
but he did say that the for 
mcr President’s brother, Dr 
Milton Eisenhower, was 
Communist. Now his opinion 
is that the former President 
was a dupe of Communists. 

Welch has chapters of his 
society in 34 states and mem 
bers of the society in all the 
states. Some cities have sev¬ 
eral chapters. His enemies 
say he rules these with as 
tight a fist as Khrushchev 
runs Communist parties in 
various countries.

Q. What papers did you 
put them in? 

Welch: We put it. in a lot ( 
of them. We put it in about 
50 big ones and about 50 little 
ones and it got in at least 
twice that many little ones 
where people put them in 
themselves. Local groups put 
them in. And we had quite 
a few who put the ads in free. 
And Mr. Eisenhower did not 
go back to return the visit 
because of. all the feelings 
that had been shown and 
they called off the summit 
conference again in Novem¬ 
ber, postponed it this time, 
until the next April or May, 
and we think we had some¬ 
thing to do with that. We 
think Adenauer and De 
Gaulle had a lot to do with;

We‘ think that all the 
pressure we’ve shown in all

Q. How about on the lo¬ 
cal level, say in Houston ? 

Welch: We don’t do any¬ 
thing on the local level yet 
for the society as a whole. 
We are a little bit careful 
about what our chapters^ do 
on their own. We like to have 
them check because some of 
them can get over-ambitious 
and go off on some bum 
slants. Now I’ll tell you this: 
Our members frequently go 
into local politics very effec¬ 
tively and there’s no doubt 
they get encouraged to do so, 
through their John Birch 
membership, but the John 
Birch Society, neither it nor 
the chapters has anything 
to do with it.

There’s a lot of 
areas, there’s a lot of things 
to keep up with, but I can’t 
tell you anything that the 
society has done locally in 
Houston, as a society. 

Q. You’re sure they have 
been active in local poli¬ 
tics? 

Welch: I'm not sure. I’m 
not sure they haven’t, either, 
Mr. Friedman.

Q. Well, you talk about 
using front groups. This, of 
course, is something that 
was started by the Commu-‘

Welch: Well, it wasn’t. Bdt 
the name has been given to it 
and the thought is in the peo¬ 
ple’s minds. L«et me explain 
about iUaet me explain first 
that we do not believe in 
using foul means to achieve 
good ends. In fact, we lay 
it down in the Blue Book 
over and over that we must 
not. That’s one thing we can¬ 
not do. tWe cannot have a 
civilization that’s good if you 
believe that it’s all right to 
use bad means to achieve, 
good ends because then the 
people who want the good 
ends are setting themselves 
up as judges abovg, all others 
of what is moral and it can’t 
be done and we oppose jt..

Q. But there are people 
who are liberals, those who 
ore in favor of integration, 
those in favor of the Ken¬ 
nedy medical plan, those 
who favor doing away with 
some of the restrictive' 
clauses of the Tafl-Harlley 
labor law. These liberals 
I’m talkinq about and I'm 
just wondering how you 
equate those with the So¬ 
cialists or Communists. 

Welch: I don't necessarily 
equate them. We might dis¬ 
agree with them. In fact, we 
do disagree with them. That 


doesn’t mean ilwt we equate 
them necessarily with Com¬ 
munists or Socialists. Some of 
them are; some aren't. Most 
of them aren't Communists. 
(Inly a very small percentage 
are, we're certain. A good 
many of them are what 1 
would call Socialists but a 
good many aren't. You see, 
we are conservatives in so¬ 
ciology and we disagree with 
many of the purposes you're v 
talking about.

Again we tied that to a spe¬ 
cific drive to impeach War¬

"We hope to have 
the organizing meeting of the 
chapter in Kansas City some¬ 
time within the next few 
days.” 

Chance declined to say who 
the Kansas Citians are who

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“The society has recently 
brought a “niTT-tifiTe organizer 
into this area to work to or¬

Frederick Koch of Wichita, 
president of the Rock Island 
Oil and Refining company and 
a member of the supreme 
council, also confirmed that 
the full-time organizer is 
working in this area.

“He came 
here from California to work 
for the society. He has been 
getting a fine response to his 
efforts so far, from everything 
1 have heard.

The society, formed in In-i 
dianapolis in 1958 by Robert) 
Welch, a wealthy candy manu¬ 
facturer who gave up his in¬ 
terest in the business to spend 
his time fighting communism, 
has been under fire from vari¬ 
ous groups, primarily because 
of its drive to have Chief 
Justice Earl Warren ousted. 

“We are not a Fascist group 
and we abhor the idea of dic¬ 
tatorship,” Gauo said. “We are 
simply interested in protecting 
the ideals of liberty which 
made the American republic 
great from the insidious en¬ 
croachment of communism.” 

Koch said the campaign 
against Warren was begun by 
the society “because he has

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THE BIRCH TECHNIQUE 
—-.SOWS DISTRUST. 


O N the West coast and in some other 
parts of the country the highly con¬ 
troversial John Birch society became 
the means of spreading bitterness and creat¬ 
ing divisions which seem entirely foreign to 
American communities. We hope there is 
enough good sense and good temper in the 
Kansas City area to prevent a recurrence of 
bitterness here. _ . 

In other areas the cause of public division 
has come from the smear technique. Act¬ 
ing on the claim that it was fighting com¬ 
munism, the society has hurled the charge 
of "pro-Communist” or “Communist dupes” 
at persons who opposed the society or dis¬ 
agreed with its ideas of government.' The 
society’s founder, Robert Welch, has made 
such charges against former President Eisen¬ 
hower and others in the high places of gov¬ 
ernment. Some of these attacks back-fired 
and were not endorsed by the society. But 
the method is part and parcel of the na¬ 
tional operation. 

Some public confusion is created by the 
society’s claimed purpose of fighting com¬ 
munism. As interpreted by the society s 
top officers the word “communism” has a 
meaning different from the one accepted by 
the public. If the society were exposing sub¬ 
versive Communist activities it would have 
general support. Virtually all Americans 
can agree on attacking anything that comes 
under the accepted definition of communism. 

The fact is, opinion against Comibunist 
plotters is so nearly unanimous that there 
is no issue to rally a national organization. 
The real problem comes down to subversion 
and Communist spy rings which can he 
dangerous. The defense against them is in 
the FBI and other arms of the government 
which are equipped to u ncover sinister 
activities. ° “ 
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O BVIOUSLY the Birch society Isn’t 
equipped to uncover real Communist 
activities. The attach of the society’s spokes¬ 
men is aimed at political liberals and mod¬ 
erate conservatives who accept in any way 
the expanded functions of the federal gov¬ 
ernment. In federal social programs and 
federal spending the Birch society appears 
4o see a direct route to communism. 

The society whips up a frenzied general 
impression of imminent peril from internal 
communism and in the guise of opposing it 
turns its attacks on long lists of writers, 
ministers, motion picture people, columnists 
and what not. Latching onto the battle 
against world communism the society lam- 
lbasts supporters of foreign aid, the United 
Nations and the programs of present and 
past national administrations. 

So in the view of the Birch society the 
word “Communist” has a wide application. 
And it becomes the weapon of the smear 


technique. 

On parts of the society’s claimed purposes 
most normal conservatives could agree. But 
responsible American conservatism does not 
sanction rcckless'use of the Communist label 
or any label as part of a deliberate smear 
operation. 

The Birch society indicates its distrust of 
popular rule by its constantly repeated ad¬ 
monition that* the United States is a repub¬ 
lic not a democracy. Its efforts appear to be 
deliberately intended to undermine our 
present political system. Such activities by a 
Bemi-secret organization are not in character 
with the American tradition. 

The American political system operates 
openly through public debate of issues and 
settlement of the issues at the polls. The 
(strength of our system is In its essential 
moderation that seldom yields to wild ex¬ 
tremists either on the far left or the far 
eight. The American political system has 
never yielded to bitter semisecret societies 
that attack the normal political processes. 

If the people of this area become fully 
aware of the past technique and procedures 

of the Birch society, its methofls could not 
be used effectively here. The best answer 
seems to be in the public good sense that has 
made the American political system^succeed 
for nearly two centuries.

I would take .hem more 
seriously. 

If members ano sympa¬ 
thizers with the John Birch 
society wrote letters to their 
congressmen urging strength¬ 
ening of the bonds between 

| the allies, such as NATO, and I 
then also exerted efforts to 
' show films' like “Operation 
Abolition," I would read not 
| just twice, be' three or four , 
times, what they warn about 
communism in America. 

If those same persons were 
congratulating the supreme 
court for its efforts to bring

, United States, to undermine 
I the Supreme Court, to call

eminent leaders of both 


parties, I shall not take I 
I serio usly th eir distorted | 
chargCS'Wodt communist 
subversion. Those persons 
are simply detracting from 
the real issues. They MUST 
not be taken seriously. 

If the United States of 
America were to consciously 
set forth on a course of action 
designed to prepare the soil 
J for a substantial inroad -by 
communism in this nation, it 
could do nothing more effec¬ 
tive than to follow the line of 
such groups as the John Birch 
society. 

.This, of course, the United 
States will not do. Regard¬ 
less tire number of mem¬ 
bers and sympathizers this 
society could enlist, it 
would still be a small mi¬ 
nority. 

In. this respect, then, - the 
society need not cause alarm

“In the view if Robert 
Welch, the society’s founder. 
President Kennedy, former 
President Truman, former 
1 President Eisenhower, the 
lale John Foster Dulles, and 
Allen W. Dulles were, all 
dupes of the communist 
party." (The Nation, April 15, 
1961.) 

The following are excerpts 
from the Blue Book of the 
John Birch society. 

“The first great basic weak¬ 
ness of the United States, and 
hence its susceptibility to the 
disease of collectivism, is sim¬ 
ply the age of the western 
European civilization," 

“Push the Conun unists 
back, get out .of the bed of 
a Europe that if dying with 
this cancer of collectivism, 
and breathe our own healthy 
air of opportunity, enterprise, 
and freedom.”

2. "Second, since getting 
the truth about both recent 
history and current events

i as possible is so important, 
we would see that the circul¬ 
ation of the conservative 
periodicals was expanded as 
rapidly as could be done 
I without too much waste.” • 


3.“We would do everything 
we could to support, main¬ 
tain, Increase the .number , of 
stations used, and widen the 
audience of, such radio pro- 
1 grams as thoye„ r pf. J ulton 

■ Lewis. Clarence Manion, mid 
| others.” • ; 
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4. “We would institute the 
organized ‘Sfisssiiag und con¬ 
trol to make full and e/fec- 
tively co-ordinated use of the 
powerful letter-writing weap- 
on that lies so ready Bt hand." 

5. “We would organize 
fronts — little fronts, big 
fronts, temporary fronts, per¬ 
manent fronts, all kinds ol 
fronts." , 

“The most effective fronts, 
on either side, are AD HOC 
Committees, aimed to -estab¬ 
lish, or-at least publicize, one 
particular purpose. Let me 
suggest a few examples: 1) 
Committee for withdrawal of 
recognition from Russia. 2) 
Committee to protest the fir¬ 
ing of Medford Evans, 3) 
i Committe for the forty-eight 
states, ajictition to impeach 
oupreme court justice Earl [ 
Warren, 4) Committee to in¬ 
vestigate Communist influ¬ 
ences at Vassar College, 5) 
Women against labor union 
hoodlumism.” 

6. “Another tiling we 
should do, and one badly 
needed, would be to start 
allocking the American pub¬ 
lic. The best way fo~doTGiis 
I is by exposure, winch is why 
I the Communists just had to 
get rid of McCarthy, and 
went to such extreme lengths 
to do so. No committee we 
might set up, of course, would 
have the subpoena privileges 
of McCarthy, which makes 
our job far more difficult." 

“But, admitting the diffi¬ 
culties, some really dramatic 
exposures would be worth a 
lot, For example, there is the 
bead oi one of the great edu¬ 
cational institutions in the 
East whom at least some of 
us believe to be a Communist 
Even with a hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars to hire sleuths to 
keep him and his present con¬ 
tacts under constant surveil¬ 
lance for a while, and to re¬ 
trace every detail of his past 
history, I doubt if we couJd 
j prove it on him. But—with 
just five thousand dollars to 
- pay for the proper amount of 
• careful rese^rctLjbelieve we 
(could get nil the material 


needed for quite a shock. 
Then run a maga¬ 

zine article consisting entirely 
of questions to this man, 
which would be devastating 
|in their implications.- The 
question technique, when 
skillfully used in this way, is 
mean and dirty. But the Com¬ 
munists we are after are 
meaner and dirtier, and too 
slippery for you to put your 
finger on them in the ordi¬ 
nary way—no matter how 
much they look and act like 
prosperous members of the 
local Rotary club.” 

9. “A Republican form of 
government or of organiza¬ 
tion has many attractions and i 
advantages, under certain fa¬ 
vorable conditions. But under 
less happy circumstances it 
lends itself too readily to in¬ 
filtration, to distortion and 
disruption. And democracy, 
of course, in government or 
organization is merely a de¬ 
ceptive phrase, a weapon of 
demogoguery and a perennial 
fraud." 

"There are many reasons 
why in the fight immediately 
ahead we cannot stop for 
parliamentary procedures or 
| a lot of arguments among 
ourselves. Actually, we are 
going to cut through the red 
tape and parliamentary briar 
patches and road blocks of 
confused purpose with direct 
authority at every turn when¬ 
ever and wherever, either 
through infiltration by the 
enemy or honest differences 
of opinion, the loyalty to the 
organization or to the leader 
ceases to be sufficient to keep 
some fragment in li’ o, we are ■ 
not going to be in the posi¬ 
tion of having the society’s 
work weakened by raging de¬ 
bates.” “Members who cease 
to feel the necessary degree 
of loyalty can either resign 
or will be put out before they 
build up any splintering fol¬ 
lowing of their own inside the 
society.
